Christiaan Barnard, head of 
the transplant team. There were 
subdued cheers and some ap¬ 
plause for the heart surgeon aa 
he arrived with a member of hia 
team, Marthinus G. Botha, a 
blood specialist. 

EXCITED CROWDS 

Police had to call In dogs aa 
an excited crowd of 5,000 co¬ 
loreds (mulatto*)] Jammed th# 
street outside St. Luke’a Angli¬ 
can church in suburban Salt 
River for the funeral of Clive 
Haupt, 24, who died Tuesday of 
a stroke. The crowd was well- 
behaved and the dogs obviously 
were there only as a precaution.

STANFORD, Calif. (AP)—The world’s fourth 
human heart transplant was completed Saturday 
night and the patient was wheeled from the operat¬ 
ing room at Stanford Medical Centre in good con¬ 
dition. 

The head surgeon was Dr. Norman E. Shum- 
way Jr., 44, head of the Stanford School of 
Medicine’s Cardiovascular Division. 

The heart patient was a 54-year-old steel¬ 
worker who was forced to retire 18 months ago. 

He received the heart of a 48-year-old house¬ 
wife who suffered a massive brain hemorrhage 
stroke and had been in a coma 24 hours before her 
death. 

The operation by Shumway and a team of 
surgeons began about 5 p.m. Saturday and lasted 
4hours. 

Shumway announced the patient’s postopera¬ 
tive condition was satisfactory bat cautioned that 
his progress must be carefully watched. 

“This is only the first step,” Shumway said. 
“Now the real work begins.”

The heart needs to be helped 
from 12 to 24 hours and perhaps 
up to 48 hours after the opera¬ 
tion, Barnard estimated. 

BIT CONTUSED 
"The heart 1* not functioning 
as well as it should and in Blai- 
berg’s case we used chemical 
stimulation,” he said. "With the 
first patient, I think we were 
confused a little bit and thought 
this was evidence of rejection.” 

Rejection of the transplant 
heart as a tissue alien to the 
body has been of principal con¬ 
cern in the two operations in 
Cape Town.

Mr. Hees Speaks Out 

A CCORDING TO George Hees, former trade min¬ 
ister In the Diefenbaker government, the present 
Ottawa administration's new department of manpower 
and immigration has completely failed to carry out its 
promised program of retaining men and wbmen thrown 
out of work through modernization of industry or other 
factors brought about by oar changing economy. 

The department, set up shortly after the Liberal 
Party took office and now operating under Jean 
Marchand, one of the Liberal leadership hopefuls, has 
accomplished nothing but the expenditure of vast 
amounts of public money, Mr. Hees claims. 

In all his long experience in Parliament, Mr. Hees 
states, he has rarely encountered a federal government 
program so badly planned and managed. “There was 
no meaningful consultation with the provinces during 
the planning stages. Pertinent questions in Parliament 
have not been answered, or vague answers were given, 
months after the significance of the original questions 
had disappeared," he says. 

Mr. Hees also takes Mr. Marchand to task for des¬ 
troying the old system which had been painstakingly 
established by the provinces over a six-year period be¬ 
fore working out an operable new system to take its 
place. 

Mr. Hees also charged that in a report to the 
House of Commons the minister credited his new de¬ 
partment with progress in occupational training which 
was actually made during the period the old system 
was still in effect. 

Pointing up the seriousness of the situation Mr. 
Hees states that unemployment has increased by 21 
per cent during the past year and is rising steadily, 
while at the same time the retraining program has 
been falling away. 

Summing up, the former Tory minister says this: 
“The federal government has produced a new 
adult occupational training scheme without consulting 
the provinces. It has introduced an artificial barrier 
which prevents people from taking training unless they 
have been out of school for three years. It has down¬ 
graded certain types of general occupational training 
that professional adult educational*t» consider im¬ 
portant” 

If what Mr. Hees says is true, and he is too old 
a hand at the political game to be caught out on such 
a matter, the situation is a dangerous one—one which 
could have severe repercussions upon not only the de¬ 
partment itself and the unemployed—but upon the 
future economic strength of the whole nation.

Nevertheless, the job picture Is bleak enough to warrant 
one expert cabling this "the year of the crunch.” 

With jobs harder'So find, productivity is expected to rise 
(in Canada as a whole last year the manufacturing wage 
rose 7 per cent while productivity grew only 2 per cent). 
This will be welcomed by those who fee} that in recent 
months the labor tai! has been wagging the dog. 

It seems certain management will be tougher in ban- 
gaining this year; unions perhaps a little more careful in 
their demands. 


It looks as though British Columbians are 
going to have to suffer through another year of 
prosperity. 

The emphasis here is on the word “suffer” because that 
is what most of us did in 1967 and several important economic 
indicators point to more of the same for 1968. 

The politicians love to talk of the good life but a better 
term would probably be galloping prosperity. This leaves 
you with a sinking feeling that while chances are you're 
earning more, you are enjoying it less.

The B.C. economy as a whole will probably keep advanc. 
lng, though Premier Bennett sees some soft spot*, but costs 
ahd prices are almost certain to go up again before they 
level off. Only 4 per cent of executive* polled see any drop 
In prices. 

And it'* the average citizen, prosperous as lie ha* never 
been before in the eyes of politicians, who will feel the pinch 
where it hurts—in the wallet. 


A couple of economic report* released by tl>e government 
in the last few days give credence lo the belief Ihat many 
people are barely holding their ground while other* find 
themselves further from their goal. 

Trade Minister Loffmark, in his year-end summary of 
business activity, makes a great deal of the gain in personal 
income last year. He called the estimated 8 per cent jump 
'‘impressive” but made no further comparisons with last 
year. 

The similar report for 1966 recorded an estimated 14 
per cent increase in total personal Income, which it noted 
was a good measure of overall activity. 

There is a tendency, naturally, to compare these figures 
but a check showed the estimate for 1966 actually turned 
out to be an increase of 11.3 per cent. 


97 per cent figure doesn’t apply to the whole work force, but 
as the sampling represents a cross-section of the economy 
the overall figure must be high. 

So the vicious cost-price spiral continues, with workers 
wanting more money to meet higher living costs, and higher 
wages forcing these costs up still higher. The resulting In*'. 
Italian endangers Canada's and particularly B.C.’s expert 
markets. 


Federal Trade Minister Winters, in a review of 1967 and 
outlook for 1968 given Dec. 27, said Ottawa is cutting spend¬ 
ing and borrowing drastically. He claimed unless wage 
earners also curb their demands “Canada's trade and eco¬ 
nomic prospects for 1968 and indeed our standard of living” 
are threatened. 

This view is supported by the B.C. government but the 
question remains will the restraint call be heeded? 

The B.C. business outlook sees continued growth in pro¬ 
vincial population and income. But 59 per cent of those 
polled predict a further rise in prices which means continued 
inflationary pressures. There is general concern over the 
possible effect of national and international economic forces.

Tbe drop to 8 per cent is still significant, however, 
particularly when taking into account an estimated 3.6 per 
cent growth in population to a new total of 1,947,000. 

A more accurate comparison is in per capita personal 
Income, which the report says in 1967 reached an estimated 
32,522—for an increase over the previous year of something 
more titan 4 per cent. 

But during the year consumer prices rose by 3.5 per 
cent so when this Is deducted the average citizen, in. terms 
of actual purchasing power, gained little if anything 

Economists have a word for this. They call it a fractional 
gain. But when you consider income tax went up for most 
people, to help pay for new old age security benefits, even 
this is wiped out. 


STARTS SOON 


Some experts, however, can see signs that the pressure 
of inflation is off. This province has needed what economists 
call "a shake-out” for perhaps five years. The U.S. economy 
had one last year and now that B C. appears to be following 
suit it is all to the good, so the argument goes. 

There Is evidence of a reduced demand for labor in the 
province. The poll showed only 19 per oent of firms expect 
to increase their work forces in the coming year. 

Capital investment, which for the last two years has 
stood at $2,500,000,000, is expected to drop between 15 and 
20 per cent, further reducing the number of jobs. 

In the circumstances, I think, last year’s unemployment 
rate of 5.2 per cent will probably go a good deal higher 
though not as far as the recent top of 8.7 per cent in I960.

A coho salmon escapement 
corridor through the net fleet 
in Juan de Fuca Strait should 
be established and managed 
with a target to increase coho 
production by more than 
boo.ooo fish a year, says 
Howard English. 

Mr. English, member of the 
federal sports 1 salmon fishing 
advisory council, A m a 1 g a- 
mation Conservation Society 
and the Victoria Fish and 
Game Qub, told un advisory 
council meeting in Vancouver 
that resident and summer 
early echo spawning escape¬ 
ments in the Ntnaimo, Che- 
mainus and Goldstream 
R’vers are down to 20 per 
cent of their former levels of 
the 10 years tram 1953 to 1963. 
He added the early runs to 
the Cowichan River have been 
down similarly. 

Fishing Aid 

He said any measures to 
rebuild and rehabilitate sal¬ 
mon production would benefit 
both sports and commercial 
fishermen 

His studies indicate coho 
production is being short- 
circuited by netting pressures 
at certain areas. 

He called for some net-free 
salmon reserves - in Areas 17 
and 18, the middle east coasts 
of Vancouver Island from the 
tip of Saanich Peninsula 
north. 

i New Proposal 

His proposed Juan de Fuca 
corridor would differ from the 
earlier Amalgamated Conser¬ 
vation Society demands for a 
two-mile net-free corridor in 
that the new proposal would 
not necessarily ban net fishing 
In the corridor at all times. 

Mr. English proposes a 
corridor that would be 
managed especially for coho 
escapement. Hiere could be 
one, even two days a week of 
net rishmg allowed in the 
corridor and three, four, even 
five days, of netting allowed 
outside of the corridor during 
heavy sockeye and pink runs. 
But, when coho are passing 
through Juan de Fuca, the 
corridor would be closed to 
netting long enough to let 
them pass through. 

Border Depth 

He gets around the objec¬ 
tions that betters would be 
unable to determine the corri¬ 
dor boundary by suggesting 
the border be established on a 
basis of depth from shore. 
“All fishing net boats have a 
depth recorder, so they could 


locate the border In the night 
or fog.” he explained. 

“Less than onc-fiftli of the 
major netting area in the 
western part of Area 20 (front 
seven or eight miles above 
Port San Juan to Sherlngham 
Point) would be affected and 
only, to the degree necessary 
to obtain the badly needed 
coho escapements,” he said. 

Mr. English explained the 
old Sooke fish traps catches of 
sockeye and pinks were not 
significant In relation to Ihe 
whole Area 20 catch. “This 
fact give* an indication of the 
probable effect of the corridor 
on these catches.” 

Former Density 

He noted "considerable 
progress has been made in 
laying much of the ground¬ 
work for the rehabilitation of 
the production of the early 
coho stocks in southern Brit¬ 
ish Columbia waters. Some 
grilse population*, coho 


Shotgun 

Use 

Urged 


OTTAWA (CP) — Federal 
officials took a look Friday at a 
sawed-off shotgun ttiat a 
humane society official wants 
used to kill seal pups in place of 
the clubs now authorized. 

Thomas Hughes, general 
manager of the Ontario Humane 
Society, showed Ihe weapon to 
officials of the federal fisheries 
department's conservation and 
protecticsi service, the Canadian 
wildlife service, Defence Re¬ 
search Board end ihe National 
Research Council. 

Officials declined comment on 
the single barrel .410 shotgun 
but a spokesman said Mr. 
Hughes' report of testa he 
conducted on the weapon and 
their reaches* will go next to 
Fisheries Minister Robichaud. 

During a three-hour meeting, 
Mr. Hughes and the officials 
discussed alternate methods of 
itiUing seals. 

At present, sealing regulations 
call for use of a hardwood clufb, 
between 24 and 30 inches long 
and not less than ttw inches in 
diameter. Firearms also may 
j be used provided they meet 
certain standards.

"The dominant fact is that 
the decline in grilse popula¬ 
tions has been enormous here 
in the 10 years from 1953 to 
1963,” Mr. English said. 

Spring Totals 

He said 1966 resident July 
cono populations were drastic¬ 
ally reduced when salmon 
netting started in August in 
the southern Gulf Island 
Areas 17, 18 and 19. 

*’F i a h e r i ea department 
studies indicate large num¬ 
bers of immature spring 
(Chinook) are present here,” 
he noted 

“These water are a major 
nursery area for grilse, im- 
mature springs, blueback, 
pink and chum smelts and 
juvenile herring. 

“There waters are an im¬ 
portant holding ground for 
resident and summer coho 
stocks, that are badly needed 
to improve depleted spawning 
escapements, from July and 
August to October,” he said. 

“There stocks are subject to 
intense commercial exploita¬ 
tion in other areas,” he said. 

Pressure Cut 

The reduction of netting 
pressures in Areas 17 and 18 
would assist in minimizing 
the reduction of netting pres¬ 
sure needed in Area 20 on Ihe 
summer coho,” he explained. 

He recommended for con¬ 
sideration by the fisheries 
department eatabfehment of 
‘‘suitably designed net free 
salmon reserves in Areas 17 
and 18.” 

Protection of the many 
acres of salmon molts o it 
James Island to 1966 from 
herring nesting made a major 
contribution to the excellent 
pink aatmon Batch in Juan de 
Fuca in 1967, he maintained. 
"A similar degree of protec¬ 
tion for grilse will give a 
major increase in the coho 
catch, after escapements are 
restored,” be predicted. 


“In Juan de Fuca Strait 
Area 20 the reduction of toe 
June gtnnet catch of coho and 
estabUtoment at the sports 
salmon fishing reserve signifi¬ 
cantly increased protection of 
toe resident July coho in toe 
waters of Sooke and the 
aports catch there in July, 
1967, of toe smaller three to 
seven pound coho.” ha said. 

Four days of netting the 
first week of toe season and 
three days of netting toe next 
two weeks, were permitted in 
Area 20 from Aug. 6 to 27, he 
said. "The coho net fishery 
caught more than 90,000 coho 
there in that period, 22,000

Farmers 

Aim 

At Unity 


Farm er-delegates to the 
Canadian Federation of Agri¬ 
culture annual convention In 
Viotoria Jan. 23, 24 and 25 will 
discuss the growing trend to¬ 
ward nationalization of farm 
organization. 

The move to unity, discussed 
at some length at the recent 
B.C. Federation of Agriculture 
convention in Victoria, is aimed 
at winning the farmer a larger 
slice of the consumer dollar. 

Farmers across Canada have : 
been discussing formation of the 
tighter national entity, hoping to 
win tome control over the 
pricing of his own product. 

There are two major farm 
organizations, the federation 
and the National Farmer's 
Unton. Many smaller organiza¬ 
tions, including marketing 
boards, act independently of the 
larger bodies. 

B.C. farmers have submitted 
a resolution to the national 
federation outlining proposed 
ftxictions and aims of toe 
unified national organization. 

The national group would seek 
to obtain legislation to enable 
farmers to negotiate with gov¬ 
ernment and private industry on 
producer-consumer matter*.

Improved Grisle 

“Cons Iderabty improved 
grilse populations were evi¬ 
dent Irotn Deep Cove to 
Cordova Spit in 1966 and the 
largest migrations of Muea 
(grilse approachtog coho tire) 
in many years went past 
Viotoria in May, 1967," he 
continued. 

But, he observed that the 
nets dug deeply into the echo 
as ihey migrated back to their 
spawning grounds. 

Low coho escapements cor¬ 
relate' with high coho net 
catches in Area 30 to every 
year since 1951 to Goldstream 
and in four out of five years 
fcn the Cowichan River from 
1957 (when the surf line was 
established), to 19(5, he said. 

Best Stock 

He Mid coho provided the 
most valuable salmon stock in 
B.C. in the 1961 to 1966 period, 
with an average landed com¬ 
mercial value of 41,500,000 
more than sockeye salmon 
landed value. 

"When sockeye, pink and 
chum salmon spawning 
escapements are threatened, 
netting measures are jnstantty 
reduced. Economic evaluation 
Indicates echo escapements 
through Juan de Fuca merit 
equal protection,** he said. 

International Pacific Salmon 
Commission regulates sockeye 
and pink salmon fishing in 
Juan de Fuca-Fraser River 
waiters, but has no responsi¬ 
bility for coho. 

He noted the Fraser River 


area sockeye catch averaged 
five time* greater than the 
Area 20 sockeye catch. “A 
relatively smaH adjustment of 
the Area 20 sockeye and pink 
catch to the Fraaer River 
might possible be required to 
obtain fully adequate coho 
escapements," he said. 

Heavy Price 

“But far too heavy a price 
is being paid, in seriously 
depleted coho catches in Area 
20, on the We*t Coast, and in 
the sports fishery, in order to 
take a few more sockeye and 
pinks in Juan de Fuca, 
instead of in toe Fraser River 
area," he charged. 

“Sound management re¬ 
quire* that sockeye and. ptok 
catches should be permitted 
in Juan de Fuoa only up to 
the point where adequate echo 
escapements can be fuSy 
maintained," he said. 

Main Problem 

'"Rre problem Is to provide 
fully adequate coho escape¬ 
ments with a minimum reduc¬ 
tion in aockeye and pink net 
catches,” lie exptatiied. 

Hi* answer was provision of 
a corridor along toe shore 
between the surf line and 
Sheringham Point, where 
special coho conservation 
measures could be put into 
operation. 

“Evidence strongly supports 
toe view that netting pres- 
s u r e s n eed considerable 
reduction on toe resident and 
summer coho spawning 
stocks,” he emphasized. 

He warned the major sport 
fishery in southern British

Refresher Course 
Set for Nurses 


Greater Victoria's nurses and 
the University cf Victoria this 
week launch a refresher course, 
the first of its kind Jo British 
Columbia, that la meant to get 
nurses-tumed-homemakers back 
into the hospitals. 

The nursing association and 
hospitals hope there will be 
enough graduates from this 
program to give all of Victoria’s 
hospitals a full, year-round 
supply of nurses. 

In reoent years, one cf the 
reasons Jubilee had to close a 
16-bed ward for the summer 
was the lack cf regirtered 
nurse* here. 


The retraining program will 
consist of 16 two-hour lectures 
starting Wednesday night at the 
university, and one month of on- 
the-job experience in a local 
hospital.

Ridge at S5.250, exclusive of the 
site. By 1925 the school district 
assessed the school at $2,580. 

Miss Tuck finished her teach¬ 
ing days at Spring Ridge. She 
retired in June, 1943, and that 
fall was elected by acclamation 
to the school board. 

She served until 1949, when 
*be died after an operation. 

The school was closed in 1943. 
hut re-opened in September, 
1944, with B.C.’s first kinder¬ 
garten.

Last Survivor Dies 
Of Versailles Men 


It was through the purchase 
of what Peris himself calls a 
"crude" fake. And it was one 
ostensibly created within his 
own speciality — 20th century 
European and American art. 

The fake is a 34-inch bronze 
sculpture of a nude that bears 
the name Alberto Giacometti 
(1901-1966), the Swiss-born 
artist who was a pioneer of 
modem art. 

Peris calls it "The Little 
Monster." 


He also signed a police 
complaint, naming the Begin 
dealer, a man oonnected With 
the Rome foundry end a "Mr. 
X” — the French version, of 
John Doe — as the swindlers. 

A month after Peris bought 
the fake, a man offered Mm 
another "Giacometti.” It. too, 
was the figure cf a stamflhg 
woman. 

The man showed Peris, a 
photo of the work, supposedly 
owned by a Mexican ccilecjsr. 
Peris immediately brandef it 
a fake. It was a pastiche —* a 
work made up of parts of ftvo 
or more other bronzes. 


Here was an important 
element in the swihdle. The 
sale price was a “fair" one 
for the statuette at the time, 
said Peris. Usually, in an art 
swindle, the object is offered 
for a price far below its 
ostensible value as an" added 
lure to the victim. 

Also at the time of the 
purchase last January, "I was 
unaware that there had ever 
been any fake Giacomettis on 
the market,” said Peris. "The 
little bronze stood here (in the 
gallery) from January to 
October, much admired but 
not sold.” 

Then the work's true history 
began to emerge.

"the moral right to do so," to 
seize bogus works and have 
them destroyed.

troversies - about the future of the Crown Colony and where the capital would l>e - Vic- 
toria or British Columbia. Feelings ran high, sometimes tempers were lost and the 
insults, personal and otherwise, that were hurled about made the blood curdle, or they 
do, reading of them today, a century later.

... (Hid Victorians Didii l Like It

Despise a fairly strong movement for annexation with the United 
States , the vast majority of British Columbians wanted to join the newly- 
born Canada , so far away across the mountains and the plums. And then 
there were those who wished to remain under the British Government. 
These people looked upon Canadians in the east as vulgar , almost as 
vulgar, as those Americans. 

Mrs. Edgar Dewdney wrote from Ottawa to Mrs. Peter O’Reilly at 
Point Ellice House here that those dreadful Canadians didn’t know how 
to behave in a ballroom . . . that they just bounced about in the rudest 
way , and , actually, my dear, the gloves of the ladies were often soiled. 


As to the capital—It WAS is New Westmtoater 
this time 100 yean ago, and Victorians did not 
like that at all, and were staging a terrific fight 
to have it moved here “That town of stumps,” 
sneered The Colonist at New Westminster. 

"That isolated backwater,” sneered back at 
Victoria The British Columbian of New Westmin¬ 
ster, edited and owned by the belligerent John 
Robson, who was destined to become the 1880-92 
Premier of British Columbia. 

In Victoria there was a great meeting at 
Theatre Royal to promote the union of British 
Columbia with Canada. 

The Colonist took a look at it, saying it “was 
unanimous in favor of 'Confederizing this colony 
with the east — several excellent addresses were 
made by the friends of the movement.” 

However, there were some sour notes: “A 
few political fossils had been unearthed, and 
appeared clean-shaven, with an organized rabble 
of noisy supporters at their back, attempting to 
turn the meeting into a farce. 

“One of the their numbers, who, from his 
proclivities, is popularly supposed to have one 
foot in the grave and the other in the aewer, 
indulged , quite freely in personalities, but his 
indecency sickened the people and destroyed the 
little influence that he otherwise might have 
exerted.” 

A prominent citizen, William Bull, was against 
confederation with Canada, and The Colowlst 
reported his speech this way: 

"Wbat we want at the present time, with our 
handful of population growing small by degrees, 
and beautifully less, is a simple, inexpensive 
government. But for us, with our reduced 
number, our impoverished and enfeebled condi¬ 
tion, do adopt the cumbrous machinery of 
confederation, with all its complications, its 
requirements of adaption and fitting to suit us, its 
double system of taxation, local and federal, its 
payment for travelling expenses of government— 
at this particular juncture of our affairs, if 
introduced, would put about the finMiing stroke, 
and as near as possible be the death of us.” 

At this point, Mr. BuD was interrupted by a 
storm of hisses, groans and applause, but he 
carried right on: “He objected to confederation 
because he considered its advantages were 
remole, conjectural, and required a tremendous 
amount of drawing upon the imagination before 
you could make any good out of R.” 

Mr. Bull se.*ms to have been a pessimistic 
soul: he “resumed his seat amid acclamations of 
approbation and hisses." 
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Despite Mr. Bu8 and the fossils, the meeting 
finished with “three cheers tor His Worship the 
Mayor (Dr. James Trimble) and "thus ended the 
most enthusiastic meeting in favor of confedera¬ 
tion ever held here.” 

Exulted The GMU. editorially: “The result 
of the gathering is such as must Might the heart 
of all lovers of this country, who are not blinded 
to (heir own interests by prejudice and spleen. 

“That the people of British Cblurabia, from 
Victoria to the heart of the gold diggings are in 
favor of linking their fortunes to those of the 
eastern provinces has now been demonstrated 
beyond doubt,”

Then, a few days later, that wretched 
newspaper the British Columbian, under its 
horrid, always-popping-off editor Robson, stirred 
up the capital controversy, being downright 
insulting to Victoria. 

The British Cbiumbiaa went digging into 
history, and came up with what Capt. Richards, 
RN, had said some yean before: “It has been a 
fatal mistake not to have adopted Esquimau as 
the commercial port) for the formerly separate 
Crown Colony of Vancouver Island.” 

"Capt. Richards uttered an incontrovertible 
truth,” pontificated editor Robson from his lofty 
ivory tower over on the banks of the Fraser 
River, which, in Victoria, was called “nothing but 
a muddy stream.” 

The British Columbian rubbed it in: “It has 
already been shown most clearly that the ‘fatal 
mistake’ was solely attributable to the circum¬ 
stance of the Hudson’s Bay Company possessing 
10 square miles around Fort Victoria, The chief 
factor (James Douglas) of that company was 
conveniently made governor of Vancouver Island, 
and not only had he the interests of the great 
monopoly to serve, but he had his own private 
interests and those of Ms connections and friends 
to serve also, for they were all 'rowing in the 
same boat/ so to speak.” 

James Douglas, living to retirement to his big 
James Bay home, must have squirmed with rage 
when he read this: “When Victoria was at the 
zenith of its glory, whesi men began to allude to 
at as The Venice of the Pacific’ the landed 
property of Sir James Douglas, the then 
governor, to and around Fort Victoria was valued 
at ONE MILLION, FIVE HUNDRED THOUS¬ 
ANDS OF DOLLARS, while that held by his white- 
washer-in-chief, Mr. Donald Fraser was valued at 
ONE MILLION." 


The British Columbian went on to try to 
prove how, in its considered opine m. Victoria was 
entirely ansuited to be the capital: “If it was a 
‘fatal mistake' to have adopted Victoria as the 
capital of a small colony how much more fatal 
would be the mistake of adopting it as the capital 
of an immense colony, extending northward to the 
Arctic regions and eastward to the Rocky 
Mountains?” 

Victoria, huffed and puffed The British 
Columbian was far too insular: "In addition to the 
objections which lay against it as the capital of 
Vancouver Island must now be added the very 
grave objections of its being situated at the 
extreme south end of a small island, separated 
from the continent by some 81 miles of sea. and 
to passing over to which, from the mainland, 
American waters have to be navigated." 

Hie British Columbian quaked in tear of wart 
"Let any man of sense just look at the isolated 
and exposed position of Victoria, in the event of 
war with any great nation, but above all with our 
powerful neighbor. 

"It would only be the work of a few hours to 
reduce Victoria to ashes, shell the shipping in 
Esqulmalt, blow up the magezine, cut off all 
communication either by ship or telegraph 
between the island and the continent. 

"Die guns of the American fortification on 
San Juan Island and at Bellingham Bay would 
command the entire intervening watera.” 

Reading old newspapers one would judge that 
the people of British Columbia lived in constant 
fear of war with toe Untied States. I think this 
(Read was whippped up by the politicians of that 
day to suit their own purpose. 

No, opined The British Columbian, if the U.S. 
forces decided to take British Columbia, Victoria 
would rapidly become “a smouldering capital, 
wilh fugitive survivors.” 

A short time before The British Columbian 
ran its New Year's Day message, and so that we 
may obtain the proper perspective of the age, I 
think it is of va>ue if we read it now, a century 
later:— 

“The year of 1867 with which we have just 
parted will be chiefly memorable as that which 
gave birth to the new nation of British North 
America, or, as k is called 'The Dominion of 
Canada.' 

'"fhe birth of a nation, possessing within itself 
■0 that is necessary to make it great, powerfti 
and self-reliant, witii a territory nearly 86 large 
atf Europe, with one foot planted firmly on the 
Atlantic, ami the other upon the golden stread of 
the Pacific, with its bacl^, to the North Pole and 
fronting upon the great ftmerican Republic, the 
birth of such a nation must form an important 
epoch In history, but to us it possesses a double 
interest, destined as we are and that, we hope, at 
no very distant day, to form an important 
province of the confederated Dominion. 

“All eyes are now eagerly directed to the 
east, the birthplace of this child of future 
promise; and although the Jear upon which we 
are just entering may not see the flag of the 
Dominion unfurled on the shores of the Pacific, 
yet It is not too much to expect that it w® see 
the flag waving over the entire country, from 
Newfoundland to the eastern base of the Rocky 
Mountains; and it will be our duty, as it will be 
our pleasure to stretch out our hand and IKt it 
over Ihe rocky ridge.” 

These events, however, didn’t quite turn 
as forecast. It was 1870 before Manitoba entered 
the Canadian confederation. British Columbia was 
next to, 1871; It was not until 1905 that Alberta 
and Saskatchewan came in: and stubborn 
Newfoundland would not join Canada until 1949.

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There is a way to dis¬ 
cover innermost talents 
and patterns of behavior 
in children that parents 
and teachers can only 
guess at. I found a whole 
wealth of fascinating 
thought and possibility in 
the enthusiasm of Mrs. 
Kenneth Singer , of Cud- 
boro Bay Road , whose 
acknowledged goal in life 
is to help other people 
recognise this , too. It is 
through a developed 
science called grapho - 
analysis ... a way of iden¬ 
tifying and assessing the 
character and personality 
of an individual through 
the study of handwriting. 

Mrs. Singer b came a certified 
graphoanalyst bccoi'sp she believes 
in the principles r»f a system that 
involves the intensive analysis of 
handwriting as a key to many of the 
problems that beset young people at 
an age when these be corrected. 
Because her main concern Is for 
children she wants to do something 
about it. 

Her certificate authorizes her to 
teach the basic steps of handwriting 
analysis and to g ; ve informative 
talks on the subject, and she hopes 
that it will be of u-e in seeking out 
hidden skills that often lie beneath 
the surface of ch-ldren whose 
behavior is ostensibly “difficult to 
handle.” She thinks that such 
frustration often conceals unrecog¬ 
nized gifts. 

I found Pam Singer to be a young 
woman with a vision that she feels 
to be well within the bounds of 
reasonable achievement. She told 
me that this knowledge, placed in 
the right hands, c tild avoid great 
wastage of talent in youth today, 
and open up now w orlds to children 
who might otherwise remain un¬ 
awakened to thrir natural bent in 


ones who pass examinations that 
have the greatest success in life, 
and large classes are 'frequently 
responsible for overlooking the best 
in pupils, particularly the slow 
workers.” 

That is why Pom Singer is 
anxious to find the people who really 
care about rourding off the square 
pegs. Her conviction has an infec¬ 
tious duality these days, when ' con¬ 
form-ly or else , . " is the accept¬ 
able stock in trade. 

Warming up her point with an 
expressive eagerness, she showed 
me how it was possible to determine 
budding characteristics, and iatf^f 
powers fir the improvement of 
existing abilities, through the posi¬ 
tion and f irmation of written 
strokes. 

It quickly made sense when she 
pointed out some of the indications 
that showed through my own 
writing. I had not realized it was 
such a dead give-away. 

I asked her what the result would 
bP if a sh’dent was forced to write 


in such a way that it proved alien to 
the natural formation of his writing. 
For instance a vertical-type writer 
being made to write with a different 
slope. She told me that stch 
coercion could engender conflicts 
within the personality of the writer. 
It could in some cases cure one. 

She illustrated this by quoting the 
example a Hawaiian dermatolo¬ 
gist had encountered in one of his 
patients, who was suffering from 
neuro-dermatitis. He suggested that 
the patient alter the stroke of his 
handwriting and met with some 
measure of success. This Is called 
grapho therapy. The dermatologist 
was also an experienced grapho¬ 
analyst. and it reyealed other 
interesting fields in which the 
science plays a part. 

Mrs. Singer told me that master 
graphoanalysts often work with 
psychiatrists to find underlying 
problems that mirht otherwise take 
long hours to uncover. As a result of 
successes that have accrued over 

’V" “Q pj'vf'nmiari, 


police officers and social workers 
are all finding handwriting analysis 
to be a*very useful adjunct to their 
work. It has certainly been used as 
accepted court evidence in certain 
circumstances. 

' Personnel departments in indus¬ 
try often apply graphoanalysis to 
help them In the selection of their 
employees, and It is notable that 
manv firms stipulate the use of 
handwriting i n applications for 
work.” Pam Singer can tell you this 
is no coincidence and Big Business 
recognizes it. 

My curiosity was aroused by 
differences In alleged “national 
types" of handwriting, and I asked 
Mrs. Singer ‘ if there was any 
explanation for these differences to 
be quite so marked. 

There seems to be a definite North 
American style of writing "that foxes 
me by its forward sloping uni¬ 
formity. and a more rounded up-and- 
down trend to the Europear-tyne 
hand, which appear? hr give the 
writer greater flexibility of stylei 
(My own opinion entirely.) 

Mrs. Singer had an answer for 
this, but did not accept that It’ w-s 
necessarily true. She said: “If the 
trend of writing is forward sinning it 
is Indicative of emotional ups ard 
downs. Perhaps North Americans 
are more outwardly emotional than 
Europeans. The more rounded hand 
would indicate ah open, creative 
nature thal was generous in opinion, 
A vertical kind of writing would 
denote poise, objectivity and 
sympathy.” 

She continued: "A backward slop¬ 
ing hand would show a withdrawn 
and introspective nature, none of 
which I can attribute to any national 
characteristic—sorry.” Perhaps she 
is nznt. and I could see I was getting 
nowhere with my "national types” 
of writing 

l ooking back to the emotional 
states I had witnessed in various 
Southern European countries I was 
beaten back by my own curiosity. 
The ice-cold poise of the northerner 
and the mercurial excitability of the 
southerner would thus appear to be 
a result of climate atid nothing to do 
with handwriting. 

However, we may be forewarned 
to watch out for symptoms of 
personality conflicts in people who 
might have been" adversely affected 
by the forward sloping system of 
handwriting used in some schools 
today. I'm all for legibility, neatness 
and tidiness, but I also like to krnvv 
the personal characteristics of the 
writer without having to become a 
graphoanalyst. 
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Thnxighout rh > history of educa¬ 
tion parents have wtrung thpir hands 
in despair over the unfulfilled hopes 
of their children, .vet the modern 
educational system grinds on often 
unaware of the square pegs it cuts 
for the round holes'of society. 

Pam Singer thinks that hand¬ 
writing analysis may be ore wav to 
short circuit some of these diffi¬ 
culties before It is too late. 

She told me that school counsel¬ 
lors in many provinces have used 
this method with remarkable suc¬ 
cess in determining the character 
and personality of the writers. “It 
often builds an entirely different 
approach to work problems con¬ 
nected with a Child's behavior,” she 
said "Overworked teachers could 
find a good use for it.” 

“When a teacher understands 
where a child’s problems lie he can 
begin to help and handwriting may 
be the one clue needed to determine 
whether or not a child needs help.” 

She explained: “Many children 
think more slowly than others and a 
g-»d teacher can tell if this Is a 
reflection on intelligence. They know 
that the quickest learners are not 
always the most intelligent.”

I’B *■ he 
to Sidney Hotel and then back to Victoria.” 

Bring assured this was the route he would 
follow, a small procession of ears would be sem 
leaving town in toe direction of Sidney, about 10 


from the collection of a gentleman who has, in all 
probability, the longest continuous engagement in 
the automobile business, in British Columbia at 
least, Horace Ptimley. This magazine ha* a 
picture of a steam carriage of the year 1890, 
complete with iron rimmed wheels and a large 
boiler with smokestack. 

It is quite amazing to see toe number of

in my merry Oldsmobile. 

These are the words to a very popular song of 
60 years ago. One can imagine Quite a number of 
my contemporaries humming toe tune as they 
read the words, and I hope they enjoy it as much 
as I did. This song was heard frequently as 
motorists drove down the road, dust flying and 
rocks spurting out from under the wheels. 

For the yotmg people today who readily 
accept "four on the floor" as standard equipment 
it would be a little difficult to imagine the "tHIer” 
for a steering wheel, the planitary transmission, 
or even a oar without demountable tires. Maybe a 
word of explanation should be given about Hie 
planitary transmission. Hie Fords featured this to 
the Model Ts. Three pedals an the floor; fcnvd 
pedal on the left, reverse to the middle and brake 
on the right. 

Motoring isn’t really old as years go. As 1 
write this story I have before me a copy of 
Scientific American of Jan. SO, 1904, borrowed 


different firms engaged to toe manufacture of 
automobile*, a few of the name* still in use such 
as Renault, Ford. Cadillac, Fiat and Oldsmobile. 
Haw many would recognize such name* as The 
Orient Buckboard. Pope-Toiedo, Stearns, Elmore, 
Royal, Win ton, Thomas, Stevens-Duryea, Knox, 
Regas, Auto-car, Haynes-Apperacn, Columbia. 
Courier, White, (made by the White Sewing 
Machine Co.), Covert, National, Prescott, Buck- 
mobile, and yet al these manufacturers were in 
business to 1904. Some names which disappeared 
more recently were Packard, Peerless, Franklin, 
Mticbefl, Pierce-Arrow. Twenty-nine manu¬ 
facturers, without including any of the English 
cars and very few European. What an amazing 
development in tods century. 

Automobubbling had its start fa Victoria, but 
I am not going to be dragged into any arguments 
a* to who was first with which. It matters little 
really. What reaBy matters is who were the early 
eotrtes ia toe race and managed to last the 
dMance. 

Sixty years to toe business with experience 
from grease-monkey, cum inner tube repairer, to 

•coauHtawt to president of one of toe most 
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o'clock or Sunday. Tom Piimley seldom reached 
his planned destination became he spent the day 
repairing the cars which had preceded him. End 
of second story. He didn’t have much at a chance 
with his protests—most at the important 
motorists were shareholders in Piimley Auto¬ 
mobile Co. Ltd. 

How then could one better illustrate the 
difficulties of motoring in the early days. 

The exact date of delivery of the first 
automobile in Victoria, and who owned it is the 
subject at several claims which I, for one, don’t 
propose to try and settle. It is quite sufficient to 
tafee the year 1904 as a starting point. 

The provincial government had passed an act 
entitled Motor Vehicle Speed Regulation Act, 1904, 
a section of which introduced licensing for the 
motorists. 

Owners were required to “have attached to or 
exposed upon the back of every such motor 
vehicle, in a conspicuous place, the number of 
said permit so as to be plainly visible at aH times 
during the daylight, such numbers to be in plain 
figures not less than three inches in height." 

As a general rule the numbers were riveted 
on to a piece of heavy leather, the whole being 
suspended from a bracket by means of a pair of 
•traps. 

Later an the regulations were altered to 
require the side lamps on the cars to have the 
permit number painted across the side vents so 
they could be seen at night. 

A number of years later, when the 
government introduced licence plates for both 
front and back, the wags said this front plate 
would brand the number on to the derriere of the 
pedestrian when he was hit. 

Annual licence fee was 12. By the end of 1904 
there were 32 licensed automobiles on the road in 
British Columbia. Growth was not too rapid for 
there were still only 58 by the end of the following 
year. 

Licence number one went to John Barnsley, 
a gunsmith of Victoria, for an Orient Buckboard, 
and was issued Feb. 29. 1904. The name of the 
manufacturer was not necessary in those days, 
but the. car has been identified by photograph. 

This car had a two-speed transmission, 
probably slow ard very slow, and was advertised 
in the Scientific American at the price of S425. It 
was built after the style of the old buckboard a, 
engine on mar axle, the extra passenger sat in a 
seat up front over the front wheels. Steering was 
by tiller. 

licence number two, was carried on cars 
owned by Captain J. W. Troup of Victoria, for 
many years. He was the general superintendent 
of the British Columbia Coast Steamships division 
of the CPR. At the time he owned this car, his 
home was Robleda on what was then called 
Belcher Avenue, but now known as Rockland. He 
later built a beautiful home in Victoria West, on 
West Bay. This home was pulled down and the 
site is occupied by a mammoth apartment 

The licence to which we referred was issued 
March 11. 1904. This was probably a Cadillac, the 
oar which was advertised as: "The ear that 
climbs and will make 30 miles an hour on good 
roads,’’ a performance that few S2.500 machines 
could duplicate. This car sold tor 1850 with 
detachable tonneau, carried four passengers, 
facing forward. 

A gendeman by the name of W. M. LePoer 
Trench, whose address was shown as Saanich, 
had licence rumber three, issued March IT, 1904. 

A potation under the official entry says 
“lapsed -left country (deceased)." aH of which 
would be pretty conclusive in any man’s 
language. 

On the same day Dr. E. C. Hart, the well- 
known physician, and tor many years later the 
coroner for Victoria district, obtained licence 
number four. He drove this car tor some time 
and then sold it to Dr. R. Ford Verrinder, a well- 
known dentist This car I believe was a “one- 
lung” Rover, but of this I am not positive. The 
register shows that this licence later lapsed. 

Who remembers Mr George Collins? He lived 
at 47 Henry Street in Victoria West. Weil, he was 
the possessor of licence number five. He was, I 
believe, a retired gentleman and later resided on 
Hillside Avenue. 

About this time, Gastown (Oops, sorry!). 
Vancouver was getting into the act The first 
licence issued tor that place was on March 31, 
1904, and the owner was B. T. R gers, managing 
director of B.C. Sugar Refinery. He lived then at 
the comer of Nicola and Davie Street but later 
built that magnificent brick mansion on Granville 
Street away out toward Marpole This home was 
later owned by another great industrialist, Austin 
Taylor. Now it is being included in a very P«*h 
sort of land development scheme. 

Between May 5 and 10, 1964, the man who 
Issued the licences mud have been rushed off his 
feet for no less than f>»ur other cars were put on 
the nvid at that time in Vancouver, 


V-12 Packard he drove, hr rather he flew. One is 
aure that his guardian angel took into consider*, 
tion all the good he and his darling wife did oa 
earth so kept them both under his protective 
wing. 

In searching the old registrations (here is an 
entry on Feb. 23, 1906, showing Bob Butchart had 
become a two-car owner. This later registration 
must have been for a Thomas Flyer. Horace 
Piimley told me of a trip to the Tod Inlet plant to 
take the Thomas Flyer back to Victoria for 
repairs. Ihe hill to the plant was too steep and 
they couldn’t tow ft up the hill. Finally it was ptg 
on a barge and towed around to Victoria. 

Licence number 12 was issued to R. Ok. 
McPhail of Vancouver. 

Now we come to a gentleman whose interest 
In motoring in general, better roads in particular 
and an absolute passion to see an all-Canadian 
route from Winnipeg to Vancouver become an 
accomplishment, made him oae of the most 
respected car owners in the West. Possessor of 
licence number 13 was Albert Edward Todd, son 
of J. H. Todd and Mrs. Todd. 

When readers are travelling over the 
beautiful highways of the West, and this includes 
the entire Pacific Coast as' far south as San 
Diego, just give a thought or two to this quite 
remarkable man. He was dedicated to the 
establishment of parks, good roads by which they 
could be reached, and for highways which would 
bring about fine International communication. 

First of all we are interested in this 
gentleman as an early motorist. Number 13 was 
issued to him May 14. 1904. and under the entry 
we find: “Lapsed -not used by A. E. Todd -New 
No. A. E. Todd received new number 72.’' As 
there is no date to this entry, one thinks he did 
not retain his number 13 when he purchased a car 

Who knows? 


later on. Maybe a little superstition' 

In any event he became a twv-car 'owner 
when he obtained licence rumber 41 April 10, 
1905. 

I can remember one of nis early cars, the 
make I don’t remember, but the door to the rear 
tonneau opened in the middle of the back seat. 
Ladies swalthed fa greet and v ^umimu - scarves 
over their hats. Bert Todd io a dust coat, 
motoring cap with peak, and giggles. No 
windshield! 

You have already gathered he we* a 
dedicated man. He retired from the T>dd 
wholesale grocery business in 1910 to devote 
himself to public service. He was elected to city 
council fa 1914 and re-elected in 1°15 and 19ifi Me 
was defeated at the polls by Robert Porter in 
1919, but he again entered the council fa 1920 and 
served through 1925. 

The Pacific Highway Association, which r.-.wr 
closely relates itself to Highway 101. was formed 
chiefly aa a result erf a tour taken by Mr. Todd 
and his wife as far south as San Diego. At each 
stop he spread the gospel of good roads and go 4 
communications. As a result he became one of 
the most widely known motorists in the west and 
Victoria became more than just a dot on the map 
of Canada. 

He became one of the leaders of the Canadian 
Highway Association and lived to see the day 
when a medal offered by himself was presented 
to A. F. Bennett and Captain Evans, of the 
Lincoln Highway Association, for the first foir-’oy 
from Winnipeg to Vancouver over an all-Canadian 
route. The presentation was made in front of the 
legislative buildings by Premier McLean before a 
distinguished audience. 

Horace Piimley hastened to tell me that the 
car in which the trip watt made was a Packard. 

One wenden if it was just coincidence, hut 
the fact remains that an that same May 17. 

W. (Will) C. Todd, a son of C, F. Todd and 
nephew of Albert Edward Todd, became the 
holder of licence numher 14 Maybe they had a 
little wholesale deal going for them? 

In the margin of the entry there is a notation 
I. tor one, do not understand neither can I find 
any provision fa the act of that day for such. 
“ Inspected, May 17. 1904. W. J. Gomel, 

Inspector.” Mr. G epri was Inspector of offices 
for the provincial government and this makes the 
entry even mete- mystifying. Maybe I am 
completely off the track and this might jus' he 
his notation that the register had been inspected 
to that date. 

Let’s go back to Will Todd. At this time he 
was a very young man, active with his lather in 
learning the business of the Todd empire With ft 
all, he learned of the responsibility wh'ch wealth 
imposes, and his generosity was great, but 
completely anonymous. 

Wffl Todd had a weakness tor automobiles, 
however. They reaBy became his hobby. He 
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W. D. Haywood, one of the proprietors of the 
Commercial Hotel at 330 Gamble, obtained licence 
number seven. This was on May 5. On that same 
day C. Cocking, then a bicycle dealer at 824 
Pender Street and later one of the earliest 
dealers for the Mitchell automobile, obtained 
licence number right. 

Then there was a lull tor eight days. E. S. 
Wllband, proprietor of a sheet metal and roofing 
business at 46 Hastings West, took out licence 
number nine. 

William Ralph, a dealer fa stoves and house 
furnishings at 126 Hastings West, applied for and 
received licenoe number 10 on May 13, 1904. 

The man who left so many legends and yams 
about Mm that It is a wonder to me that someone 
hasn’t written a book about him. obtained number 
U on May 14, 1904, In Victoria. He was R. P. 
Butchart, known now to most people as the man 
who helped his wife develop the famous gardens, 
but to us "old timers" he was the man who 
developed the wonderful cement business at Tbd 
Inlet and then at Bamberton. He was known as 
“Leadfoot" Bob when behind the controls of an 
automobile. There was only one way he knew how 
to operate, and that was with a wide-open 
throttle. 

It might be considered significant that there 
is a note appended to the registration of this car 
Which reads: “Broken up (Butchart—8 May '07)." 
This was not the only car in a long career as a 
driver that could have been listed as “broken 
up.” 

Horace tells me of one crackup Bob had when 
a Packard he had been driving tor about two 
years was practically demolished. He tasmrili- 
ately ordered a duplicate of the car; never mind 
that it was not then in production, this was the 
car he wanted. At one time I remember a great 
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I can’t recoil when the 
road to Bella Coola wasn’t 
a subject for serious dis- 
cussion in the Chilcotin , 
that wide and sparsely- 
inhabited country that 
lies west of the Cariboo 
Road. confined — and in 
early times isolated —be¬ 
tween the Fraser Canyon 
and the Coast Range. 
Wheh I first ventured 
into that interesting 
region , a mere youth , lit 
1928 f ami was initiated 
into bunkhouse life , I 
found the cowpokes and 
ranch hands eager to en¬ 
gage in tut argument on 
the subject whenever the 
pripte attractions of 
blackjack and poker were 
not pressing. 

The road then was an idea only, 
a dream really, because the possi¬ 
bility of it ever coming into 
existence seemed extremely remrrte, 
but that didn’t deter the bunkhouse 
philosophers from engaging hi long 
discussions on its practcability and 
•le benefits It would bring to the 
whole Chilootln district. 

I have realized since that the 
arguments propounded by the 
aolemn eowpunehers though logical 
enough to those whose knowledge of 
oattle far outweighed their grasp of 
geography -were based on miscon¬ 
ceptions. 

The original point of supply for 
the Chilcotin was Ashcroft, to which 
place ranchers used to make an 
annual trip with freight wagons to 
bring back a year's supply of 
household and ranch needs. With the » 
coming of the PC.K and the birth of 
the new town of Williams Lake, the 
ranchers had a new point of supnly 
only G5 miles from Hanceville in the 
Chilcotin Valley. Civilization had 
arrived. 

By 11128 the feeling was com¬ 
monly expressed that the merchant! 
of Williams- Lake had an unfair 
advantage which almost amounted 


the snow peaks loom closer. The 
limit of the plateau is passed and 
the road plunges into the jumble of 
mountains that is tl*e Coast Range. 
In ■ daring series of cliff-hanging 
stretches the amateur road builders 
conquered a drop of 4 000 feet down 
into the narrow Bella Cools valley 
where the road winds gloomily 
through stands of coast-sized timber. 

Thinning occasionally the dim 
forest grants brief views of craggy 
moimtaios, rock buttresses and 
elevated snowfieldk: so every wild 
and bo^utiful, untainted and cer¬ 
tainly unchanged since the while 
ma.i who first saw it. Alexander 
Mackenzie, pioneered the route in 
1793. 

Coastward the narrow track 
continues in comjvarty with a bright 
and hurrying river. Old cabins 
appear, the abandoned homes, per¬ 
haps, of over-optimistic settlers. 
Stumps cut by the now extinct 
spring-board loggers stand high as 
the telephone poles which indicate 
: the approach to settlement. 

These outlying settlements ex¬ 
hibit the first signs of agriculture 
since Anahim Lake’s hay meadows 
drhoped behind: cosy farmsteads 
with adple trees and potato fields, 
and a few cattle and borers dwarfed 
by the huge backdrop of mountains. 

The small fields were cleared 
originally by settlers of Norwegian 
origin who knew bow to use the axe 
and broadaxe. Beautiful specimens 
of their industry remain in mellowed 
buildings made of expertly tooled 
logs solid and square as the day 
they were built. Now there to the 
tang of the sea: the gulls glide over 
the trees on steady wings. 

In a cleared space among oedar 
trees is a small Indian uemefery, 
the headstones half lost under 
enemnehing thimble-berry, but on 
parting the prosperous growth the 
inscriptions can stiH be read: "Chief 
Jack King George." "Mrs. Mary 
Whitewash.” A large salmon totem 
figure, aged with the texture at an 
old k-g. lies among the grave*. 

Bella Coola at last wKh Its ranks 
of fishing boats, drying nets and log 
rafts sitting on the mud flats at low 
tide. There are old boats quietly 
decaying out of the sea’s reach and 
more Inals hauled out for repairs. It 
is hard to imagine a greater 
contrast to the open, dusty ranges of 
Chilcotin. 

There used to be many totems 
and house, posts In the native 
villages of Bella Coola but they have 
gone long since, some of them 
collected for the National Museum

to * monopoly. The suggested outlet 
to the coast seemed particularly 
attractive in those days and the 
depression years that followed, 
years of extreme hardship for the 
ranchers who saw beef prices 
decline much more rapidly than the 
prices of the commodities they had 
to buy. Competition from a coast 
outlet, they reasoned, would help to 
bring prices into line. 

Theoretically the proiKwed Bella 
Coola route sounded good, although I 
believe few of the proponents 
bothered to consider the physical 
difficulties, If they knew about them, 
or the fact that Bella Coola Itself 
was tar from centres of business, a 
smal fishing viHage at the head of a 
60-mUe fiord, on tidewater, it Is 
true, but still 250 miles from the 
most thickly settled part of the 
Chilcotin. 

I can’t believe thaf any of those 
Chilcotin characters would consider 
driving 250 miles over a dirt road 
just tor groceries, but it is possible 
some of them would have been 
willing to do It to spite the 
merchants of Williams Lake. 

Then the existing Chilcotin road 
extended as far as Anahim Lake, 
and the inhabitants of that remote 
outpost enjoyed a bi-weekly mail 
and freight service from Williams 
Lake, but westward a to-mile 
stretch of rough and roadless 
country separated the Chilcotin from 
the Bella Coola valley and isolated 
live inhabitants from the desired 
coast outlet. 

The people at Bella Coola too 
were concerned about their lack of a 
road connection to the fiterior. and 
it is chiefly due to their initiative 
that the link was achieved. 

The story of toe community 
effort which resulted In the comple¬ 
tion of the road after fruitless 
appeals to the provincial govern¬ 
ment to do the work has been told 


many times but the road itself is toe 
best monument to the qualities of 
the people who built ft. 

When you turn off the pavement 
at Williams Lake and head west¬ 
ward into the Chilcotin bound lor 
Bella Coola. there are 300 miles of 
country road ahead of you—grave!, 
dirt, rock, dust or gumbo, depending 
on the weather. Y-w trtivel over 
various type* at terrain, through 
changing scenery, through a country 
that is old and still retains toe 
atmosphere of past day. There are 
canyons and boulder-strewn plains 
with faint and distant glimpses of 
snowy mountains. 

There are rolling hills of grass 
where the only signs of human 
occupation are fences: wire fences, 
log fences, rail fences, miles and 
miles c4 rail fences; Russell fences, 
snake fence*, stake and rider fences, 
and the nameless combinations and 
improvisations inspired by toe abun¬ 
dance or lack of suitable material 
and the peculiar talents of the 
rarc^ers. 

There are old log roadside 
buildings grey with dust, dirt-roofted 
cabins sprouting weeds, ranches, 
corrals, rancheries: Utile country 
stores where you can buy anything 
from fat«cy cowboy chaps and shirts 
to a paperback oopy of Fanny Hill. 

There are the endless Chilcotin 
jackptoes. the little ponds ringed 
with aspen, and the lonely emer¬ 
gency cabins provided for stranded 
winter travellers. 

And the large, rich meadows of 
Kleei* Klecne and Tat la Lake 
remind the surprised traveller that 
the whole western Chilcotin is not 
just rock and trees. 

O'er elevated country alpine 
flowers bloom at the roadside; 
Indian poke, alpine willowherb and 
large purple asters. The air has the 
keen edge of altitude; in tiie west

There* s m small musical en¬ 
semble working out on Wednesday 
afternoons , turning ant a compli¬ 
cated bit of rhythm and melody on 
chime bars, xylophones , drums, 
tambourines and triangles. The 
enchanting thing is that the instru¬ 
mentalists are' only three to five 
years old '-and they're affiliated 
with the University of Victoria. 

It is mt « class for hrffltont child prodigies, 
though. These children are ordinary youngsters 
who have left the sand box tor their weekly lesson 
at die Victoria School af Mi nil. which recently 
became affiliated with the university. And toey’re 
having a wonderful time learning tnuskr withoot 
besng aware of being taught. 

Their teaciter la lira. Ivy Screech, a 
■pec i ills I at children's music. 

Starling with Ibree-year-alds, Mrs. Screech 
begin* widi musical games, with youngsters 
moving and reacting to mtaic. 

“A.t this stage it's juat a matter of getting 
Mem to lose their shyness, to walk and move and 
feel the pulse." 

But very soon they begin to play instruments, 
and it is this next stage that Mrs. Screech is 
particularly interested in, tor here is the real 
basis of a musical education. It is very definitely 
net just a matter at battling the drums nore or 
leas in time to the node, for the children are 
taught to read rhythm with the help of colored 


Three to five-year-olds make music by colored notes 


notes on large charts -different colors gignify 
different instruments. 

“We know them as running notes, walldng 
notgs and slow notes," Mrs. Screech explains. 

“Each child knows that If the color for the 
instrument be is playing comes Up, We plays. It 
dees make (be children concentrate, aufthey don't 
jus! whack the lamboutiue or the triangle or the 
drum. They're looking at the chart and learning 
about quarter notes and eighth notes. This does 
prepare them few later dames because they are 
reading, not playtog ta time blindly. 

"It's all done in phrases. They don* reatioe 
M's a phrase, but they unconsciously absorb that 
h is.” 

Mrs, Screech points twt that although the 
children aren't expected to read *iu*ie at tour 
years old, they are given simple hotatkM. "We 
write It in manuscript so that they ca■ see the 
shape of music—tg) and dawn and along and so 


•'Then we put big letters underneath, and 
when they're doing their glockenspiels or 
xylophones we give them a very simnle passage. 
I mean It might simply be a repetition of two 
notes in a pattern, but they can read K simply 
and see that G goes down to D, or up to high D. 
They get • shoe feeling tor the rhythm usii* their 
chime bars, as Mat tt covers so many aspects of 
music. 

"Having experienced the musk:, when they 
come to read later they know what M's afl about 
and they can Identify it. 

"Then at a later stage we have a few record 
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JAMIE ABBOTT . . . plays chimes. 


they start school, for this preparation makes later 
lessons so much easier.” 

The system of group teaching is not new, and 
Mrs. Screech basts her own teaching on the 
methods worked out by Austrian composer Carl 
Orff, one of Europe’s most remarkable music 
educators. In a bool: adapted fir Canadian use, 
Arnold Walter of Toronto describes Orff’s 
Theories: / 

"Orff's starting point is rhythm, rightly 
regarded as the most basic of all the elements (of 
music). It is not taught mechanically, mathe¬ 
matically by subdlvisiin of whole mtes i or by 
counting beats, but grows out of speech patterns. 
For the child, as for primitive man, speaking and 
singing, music and movement are an indivisible 
entity; it is this intimate connection, which leads 
quite naturally from speech patterns to rhythm, 
from rhythmical patterns to mel dy. 

"Speech patterns make it possible for a child 
to grasp every type of meter without difficulty, 
even up-beats or Irregular bars. Rhythmical 
formulas so experienced are reproduced by 
clapping, stamping, body-slapping; and later, on 
percussion instruments, which provide accom¬ 
paniments of steadily increaslne complexity.” 

(Records of a .rroup of English children taught 
In the Carl Orff method illustrate this delight¬ 
fully.) 

"Mekloy is treated in a similar way. Simple 
intervals grow almost imperceptibly out of 
rhythm.’* 

But of course the children are not aware of 
learning anything so complicated. Mrs. Screech's 
enthusiasm is cintaglous, an~ the children in h»r 
classes seem almost to be at a party. In this 
ease, as in most, the teacher’s personality counts 
every bit as much as the method. 

Proof of Mrs. Screech’s enthusiasm for 
children’s music is the fact that she attends every 
course or conference on the subject she possibly 
can, in England, in Europe and in the States. 
Most recently she attended an international 
conference in California with celebrated music 
educators from all over the world giving classes 
in their special fields. A very concentrated course 
it was, too. with lectures starting at 8 in the 
morning and ending at 10 at night. Mrs. Screech 
finds the American adaptation of the Orff method 
6o interesting that she is off to another 
conference in May. 

Like all good teachers, Mrs. Screech adds 
something of her own. For instance, she feels the 
method is a greater success if she teaches one or 
two formal things, using the piano to start with. 

"But the main point is,-they are experiencing 
music before ihey have had formal training, pod 
creating music for themselves and enjoying it 
thoroughly. 

In complete agreement is .Robin Uood, 
director of the School of Music, who also believes 
very strongly in music for children at a very 
early age. 

As a professional musician. Mr. Wood is 
naturally interested in discovering unusual talent 
as early as possible, in order to develop it 
through the school’s integrated program which 
eould take the youngsters from musical games at

But apart from that there Is something for 
everyone in this do-it-y urself music, he feels. 

"When playing concerts at schools. I’ve 
watched the faces of the little six-year-olds, and 
they are enthralled with the music. I feel that 
this interest should be captured early, and I think 
our program, unique in B.C., is an excellent 
example of how this can be done. 

"The children won’t all continue on to be 
pnifcssional musicians, but I'm sure -that most 
will come away with an understanding and an 
abiding interest in music for the rest of their 
lives. When a child starts school, there are so 
many oiher demands on his time, I think it Is a 
splendid thing to capture his interest in ttv ,c c 
before he becomes too involved with other 
Bolivians. 

"It may slay with him as a hobby, or he may 


become a professional musician. But at least we 
hope to light a few candles.” 

Mrs. Worid ‘pianist Winnifred iScott) speaks 
both as a professional musician and as the 
mother of one of the three-year-old* in the class. 

"These children obviously enjoy it tre¬ 
mendously, and Mrs. Screech is an excellent 
tbacher. so gentle and so enthusiastic. And apart 
from the music the children get so much more 
out of the classes. I think that working together 
as part of a group helps them to learn how to get 
al ng with children :n other situations as well.”

including expectant mother* from the many 
isolated villages and camp*, to the west coast 
General Hospital at Port Albemi. 

On one such occasion, the taxi service was 
turned into a floating maternity ward and Captain 
Riley arrived in Port Albemi with one extra 
passenger that he had started with. 

jburing the war years, Captain Riley and his 
boat service became well known to the thousands 
of service men stationed at Ucluelet and Tofino, 
as one of their main means of transportation 
from Port Albemi. 

In 1946 Captain Riley took over the pilot 
service from Captain Blackmore and bis 
daughter, Dorothy, another pioneer family of the 
west coast of Vancouver Island, and he operated 
this service until 1950. In the fall of that year, 
while he was heading for Port Alice to sell his 
original pilot boat, the Maureen R, he was lost at 
sea and never heard from again. 

The pilot boat was operated by Captain 
William Johnson from 1951 to 1954. From 1954 to 
1965 Joe Quilty and the late Doug. Collis handled 
this operation, although since the death of 
Captain Reese Riley, his widow, Mrs. Alice Riley, 
has continued to handle the management of the 
service. % 

In 1956, Doug Riley commenced his service 
with die pilot boat operation, holding the position 
of deckhand on tre Riley I and in 1961 he took 
over as skipper of this vesseL 

Doug, who is following in his father's 
footsteps, finds the operation of a pilot boat 
service a most fascinating occupation, , quite 
different from the regular hum-drum everyday 
punching of time clocks and regulated lunch 
hours of many other kinds of work. 

Each day is different from the day before, 
and although Doug has taken thousands of trip* 
up and down the Albemi Canal, he does not find 
the job the least bit monotonous. 

He also says that with introduction of radar 
and ship-to-shore radio communication, the 
dangers involved in this type of service have been 
-almost eliminated 

Doug and his wife, Mickey, along with their 
three sons, hope eventually to take over the 
complete operation of the pilot boat service on 
the Albemi Inlet, thereby allowing Mrs. Alice 
Riley to retire and enjoy a well deserved rest, 
after her many, many years of service to the 
pilot boat operation. 

The present pil >t boat, the Riley 13. was 
purchased 4 'V years ago and replaced the Riley I. 
This vessel is 40 feet tong and has a gross tonnage 
of 1,704 tons. It has made the trip up and down 
the Alberni Inlet thousands of times and has 
transported pilots to and from Barkley Sound for 
several years, during which time it has proved a 
seaworthy vessel. 

The Riley family, pioneers of the west coast 
seaLanes have served the people of the Alberni 
Valley and the Isolated communities along the 
Island's west coast, for three generations, 
commencing with Reese RUey of Ucluelet, father 
of the late Captain Riley and grandfather of Doug 
Riley the present operator of the pilot boat. 

It is families like the Rileys who quietly go 
about their business of providing a most 
necessary service, without publicity, who are the 
unsung hems of any community. They have 
contributed a great deal towards the growth and 
development of the city of Port Albemi info one 
of the most efficiently run seaports on the west 
coast of North America,' ranking third in export 
tonnage in tl»e province of British Columbia at the 
present time.

It was a dark and stormy night 
off Cape Beale , at the mouth of the 
Alberni Inlet and out of the dark - 
ness, penetrated only by the inter¬ 
mittent flash of the light from the 
nearby lighthouse, appeared the 
silhouette of a large ship and the 
running lights of a small boat 
heading towards it through the 
heavy seas. 

As the small boat came tiomm to its 
rendezvous, a rope ladder M lowered over the 
side of the larger vessel, s igniting **t someone 
wag either coming aboard, or depaxttog from the 
freighter. 

The small boat pushed its way oloeer to the 
side of the larger owe and a man appeared on her 
deck, grabbed thi* ladder and then proceeded to 
board the freighter.

Thus 
another mission was successfully completed by 
the pilot boat and its crew. 

The' pilot beat service on the Albemi Met is 
an important and moat necessary operation, 
though few people realiae what a pilot boat is or 
what it does. 

Has service is operated solely lor the 
transportation of government pilot*, being men 
familiar with die navigation of coastal waters, to 
and from deepsea freighters heading tor the 
varied and numerous porta ol. call along the 
province’s coastline. 

Most deepsea vessels, either arriving or 
departing from coastal waters reqube a pilot to 
direct the navigation of the various bays, inlets 
and oanals of the coastline. 

Port Albemi is no exception and a pilot is 
needed for moat freighters, either arriving from a 
foreign port, or departing for their various 
destinations throughout the world. 

The Port Albemi pilot boat has been In 
operation on Albemi Inlet for the last fifty 
years. Since 1946 this sendee has been operated 
by The RUey Boat Service, under the late Chptain 
Reese Riley, his wife Mrs. Alice Riley, and is 
presently carried on by their son Doug Riley. 

The late Captain Reese Riley was a very well- 
known pioneer of the West Coast of Vancouver 
Island, atartir*; in 1935 with one of two passenger 
services on the Albemi Inlet. 

Since there were no roads and few airplanes 
to the west coast of the Island, the main means

caly relegates (he thought to the 
sub-conscious i t approaches it 
subtly and then slams home the 
message, almost as an afterthought, 
in an epilogue. 

The Canadian authors of Famine 
oa the Wind, Garnet Carefoot and 
Edgar Sprott, use the historical 
method to engage and hold our 
Interest. Man’s enemies, they inform 
us. have always been fungi, bacteria 
and viruses and one or all of these 
have caused great disasters In the 
past which, in some cases, have 
altered the course of history. 

Take ergot, the parasitic purple 
c*ckspur whose primary has t is rye. 
First reports of ergot poisoning 
come in Hie eighth century. Seeds of 
wild rye brought west from Russia 
to the saddlebags of the Vandals 
were inadvertently scattered in the 
kingdom of the Franks — and 
became the special curse of the 
Fiench for the following 800 years. 

Ergot grows and propagates in 
rye crops to an endless cycle that 
ensures continuing infection and 
spread. The deadly spores are 
spread by insects and winds. Form¬ 
ing in pimple cocks purs on the grain. 


trie ergot, when threshed, infects 
flour products with Its virulent 
poison. Made into bread M maims, 
causes insanity and finally death. 

The Holy R>man Empire; ao 
weakened by visitations of ergot 
poisoning, known as Holy Fire, was 
unable to stand up to invading 
Norsemen and CJiarles D3 was 
compelled to abdicate and the 
empire was forever split into two 
kingdoms — the West Franks 
(France)- and the East Franks 
(Germany). The Norsemen were 
unaffected because rye was not part 
.of their diet. 

The burning disease swept 
to rough France to the ninth century 
arid again to 1039, and when rye 
became a staple crop to ^Germany. 
Poland and other northern lands at 
the begtognmg of the 16th century. 
Jhe9e countries were also ravaged 
by death. 

In 1722, Peter the Great of 
Russia was poised to attack the 
Turks «wth every hope of gaining 
ports on the Black Sea, which would 
have made Russia a powerful 
European power. The Turkish army 
ww weak and Peter marshalled his 
Cossacks m the delta of die Volga. 

The army plundered the oountry- 
aioe for rye grain and hay and rye 
four — and ergot. Within one week 
20,000 Russian soldiers and thou¬ 
sands of horses died of poisoning. 
Witit their death went Peter’s 
dreams and hopes for conquest. 

The cause of ergotism was 
discovered by a Dr. TbuiiMer to 1670, 
but he was only a country physician 
seto science paid no attention for 
arotfier three centuries. Meanwhile, 
the introduction of potatoes to 
replace (he common rye bread 
helped arrest the disease. 

The last reposted outbreak of 
ergoBiam occurred to Pant 9t_ 
Esprit, France, to August, 1951, 


when a farmer, a miller and a baker 
were convicted of marketing rye 
knowing it to be infected wkli ergot. 
But not before four people had died, 
32 driven insane and over 200 
severely crippled. 

Modern science makes valuable 
use of ergot. Derivatives of tills 
complex fungus are used for. among 
otter things, the eontrol of bleeding, 
to treat variooae veins and high 
blood p rem ure, and even serious 
headaches. 

Ergot has yet another use. From 
K Is now produced LSD and other 
hallucinatory drugs. 

Do you sec what I mean about 
Famine on tin- Wind being a 
fascinating book ? ' 

The authors have spent years 
researching their subject and have 
produced some astonishing data. For 
h.»nance, the appearance of tee in 
Oylan, the disappearance of die 
chc*> nut tree and I lie loss, in 195.'*,. in 
the United States of 200,000,000 
bushels of wheat, are aS related by 
winds of chance. 

The root reason for this book is 
to draw attention to two related 
facts. Demographers estimate, by 
balancing the estimated world's 
population against natural and arti¬ 
ficial food supplies, that saturation 
pint, or doomsday, should arrive 
about 2026. 

The second point is that fungi, 
bacteria and viruses are destroying 
about 20 per cent of aM ’ the 
carbctoydraftea, proteins, and fats 
that (he farmers of the work! 
produce. That’s one-fifth of all 
man's food! 

The world's only hope lies with 
the plant pathologists — and the 
vsto Mims of money they need is 
being spent on arms.

A tone protest was raised in 
opposition to this |riew in the form of 
a letter in thj* correspondence 
eokimne. The sej-iler declared he 
liked Bella Codl as It was. and 
knew others of that opinion. He 
didn’t want Ms <?uiet retreat to be 
opened up. 

I agree with the writer of that 
lettrr. What better slate than quiet 
repose in beautiful sumnsidings. the 
peak of scenic attractions, the 
stimulating tang of the sea. and all 
the comforts of civilization to boot? 

The charm of Bella Onto lies in 
Ma very remoteness: M is a 
picturesque haven after a tong 
journey over a road which, certainly 
a little rough to spots, at least gives 
foe successful motorist a sense of 
achievement.

acquired him second car April 17, 1905, just one 
week after Uncle Bert had purchased his second 
car. They held licence numbers 41 and 42 
respectively. 

I am told that he was so interested in 
automobiles that he had an understanding at 
Plimley's that he would have the first chance to 
drive the new cars as they arrived.

Todd's number 14. "Sold to a Mr. Bale, but does 
not know if he owns vehicle at present—W. C. 
Todd. 12 June, 1906.” 

The Mr. Bale must have been David H. Bale, 
well-known contractor of Victoria for many years. 
His home, which he bufo. was at the corner of 
Fort itl>en Cadboro Bay Road) and Stadacona, is 
now used as a rest home. The jautomobile 
mentioned could be the one featured in the 
following yarn. 

Mr. Bale had demolished an old home in 
order to use the site for his new house. He took 
two beautiful Venetian glass chandeliers from the 
old home, selling one to Capt. Troup, and which 
hung in his home at West Bay. Victoria West, and 
the other was the consideration in a deal with 
Torn Plinvley. 

Die terms of the deal were simple. Tom 
Plimley would give him credit for so many 
dollars and pay for the chandelier through repairs 
to Mr. Bale’s car when necessary.

Sprinkled throughout the first 300 car 
n^ktrations are the names of men who later 
became prominent in the business. Many of them 
were machinists who saw the opportunity for 
combining their skills as mechanics with :■ 
to enter this new field. Quite a number succeeded 
and stayed with the automotive trade. Such a 
name was Fenton of Vancouver, W. and A. 
Fenton to be specific. They registered their first 
car May 23, 1904, as licence number 35 and then 
obtained licence number 22 on July 20 to the 
same year.

But the picture became crystal clear tome aj 
l sat listening to the stories of bygone days that 
Archie Clegg was telling me as be lay on his 
hospital bed, Room 309, at 9t. Joseph’s Hospital. 

Archie is flat on his back for the firrt time in 
82 years, and doesn't like H an* bit He is 
ohamping to get back to his waterfront home on 
Bandgate Street, by Weir’s Beech, down Metcho- 
■tai way. 

Archie Clegg is cne of the all-time sporting 
greats of early Victoria. His love of sports—all 
kind of sport—was only equalled by his desire to 
excel at them And excel he did. 

Archie’s parents came from Yorkshire, 
England first to St 11100138, Ontario. It was 
there that Archie was bom. Later, in 1888, when 
he was three years old, his family moved west to 
Vancouver Island and settled on the Fairfield 
farm estate. In what is now the Fairfield area of 
Victoria. He went to school at the, old Central 
School up wi Fort Street. 

There were 11 children in the Clegg family. 
When I asked where Archie came in, he Just 
grinned and said: “Oh! Somewhere in the 
middle.” 

School was sports, rather than "todies, for 
young Archie, and he quickly became an all-round 
athlete, both at school and after. Short, stocky, 
with the shoulders of a young bull and feet that 
were nimble as a ballerina's, he threw himself 
Into any game played with a ball with Joy and 
determination. “I never started any game that I 
wasn’t determined to win, if possible," Archie 
cheerfully admits. 

At 14, the young Clegg left BchooL His first 
Job was as bell-boy at the old Union Club on 
Douglas Street. Every day, from the long 
windows of the club, he would see some boys with 
a football under one arm going up to Beacon Hill 
Park for a game. Feeling like a bird in a cage, he 
wanted to dash out and Joan them. Soon after, 
despite the fancy eats that he was able to tuck 
away, he quit. “I couldn't stand not being able to 
play football,” he sighed. 

Archie made sure that his newt Job would 
allow him to play football, and lacrosse, too. He 
went to work at the old Albion Iron Works. He 
was playing senior lacrosse when he was 17. He 
became one of Victoria's brightest stars in the 
lacrosse world, stayed that way for many years, 
and olimaxed his play by leading a Victoria team 
to Ms first Mann Cup victory in 1918. Archie was 
33 by this time. 

Playing soccer jn and around Victoria, Archie 
became one of the best fullbacks ever to Jar an 
opposing forward. His name and fame spread Up- 
Island and down through the Pacific states whose 
teams, in those days, used to toter-play with 
Victoria. It got to be, so his wife told me, that 
when a club wanted to win a special game, real 
bad, they sent for Archie. "And Archie never let 
them down,” she smiled reminiscently. “When 
Arohie played fullback, nobody scored.’* 

In 1905, when he was 20, the Ladysmith 
Football dub asked him to come up and play for 
them. He did. and for three seasons, 1905-6-7, they 
won the championship of Vancouver Island. They 
beat Victoria in the finale, 21-0. In 1907, they won 
(he championship of the Pacific Coast against the 
best teams from the mainland and south of the 
bunder. 

It was late January in 1907 that Archie 
suddenly realized there was room for something

they beat the New Westminster Salmonbellies, the 
first time that team had been knocked out of the 
western finals. 

In Winnipeg, they had to play three teams, 
one from Eastern Canada, one from Edmonton, 
and one from Winnipeg. Inspired by the "never- 
give-up” determination of their skipper, Tha 
Foundation lacrosse team won the Dominion 
Championship. * 

They won it the hard way. Immediately after 
they had played and beaten the three teams to 
win the Mann Cup, a second Winnipeg team 
declared they weie the true representatives of the 
Winnipeg are®. "Bring them on," shouted Archie, 
“and we 11 beat ihem too.” They did, to the tune 
of 9-1 and brought the Mann Cup to Victoria. 

While at the Foundation Shipyards, Archie 
and his pals helped toi build six wooden ships. 
“What for, you ask mej I don’t know. We never 
heard whether they floated or sank.” At war’s 
end, Archie and some of his friends at the 
shipyards pooled their resources and bought the 
Victoria Foundries. He sold out his interest in the 
firm eight years ago when he reached the age of 
74. "I figured I’d done enough by then. Besides, 
I wanted to concentrate on my fishing.” 

Fishing was just one more sport that the 
zestful Archie took up and became a champion at. 

Many were the fishing prizes he won. 

It was about this time that Mrs. Clegg decided 
to assert herself. “You’ve been away so much, 
fishing with your men friends," she scolded 
Archie, "that the next time I'm going with you, 
I’m skk and tired of staying home alone.” 

“That was the end of his fishing friends,** 
smiled Mrs. Clegg, "but it was the start of a new 
life for me." 

The Cleggs moved to Weir’s Beach about 
■even years ago, built a home and bought a boat 
with an outboard motor. Many a glorious day— 
and night too —the happy couple spent slowly 
cruising and fishing among the bays about Albert 
Head and William Head. 

Mrs. Clegg must have brought Archie good 
luck, for it was off William Head, when he was 
78, that he landed a 4(kpound fighting salmon. - 

It was a pleasant, peaceful life that Archie 
and Amy lived these last few years at Weir’s 
Beach. From the comfort of a warm home, they 
could look out over the waters of the Straits, 
quiet or stormy, to a close view of Victoria’! 
Dallas Road to the left, and the Olympia 
Mountains across the Strait to the right, while, 
square before them, rose the white Jewel of 
Moimt Baker. 

This idyll was interrupted a few weeks ago 
when Archie caught a bit of a cold in his chest, 
necessitating a stay In St. Joseph's Hospital. Aa 
he Ilea there, his thoughts run back through a 
good life of unrivalled athletic prowess, but 
always turn to the home down Metchosln way. Ha 
longs to return. With his determination, I'm sura 
he wifi. 


else In his life than sports. He dropped irifa the 
Ladysmith drug store and, rather seH-consciously. 
bought a Valentine card. It wasn't too ornate but, 
with a heart pinned through by a red arrow, It 
was as direct and straightforward as Archie’s 
"win-the-match" approach to football. So were 
the words: "Don’t monkey with this^teart of 
mine, but say you'll be my Valentine.” He mailed 
k to his chHdhood sweetheart. Miss Amy Marrion, 
the “girl-next-door” on Walnut Street, Victoria. 
And that was the end of Archie's playing with 
Ladysmith. 

After the season’s playing was over, * he 
returned to Victoria and married Amy. in 1908. 
Fifty-nine years later, over a cup, of coffee by her 
kitchen window with the grand view of Juan de 
Fuca Strait. Mrs. Clegg searched through a 
boxful of old sporting photos of Archie in his 
prime, and showed me the faded card. “I was a 
proud girl," she whispered wistfully, "when I got 
bis Valentine." 

Archie and Amy have no children. I sensed a 
reeling of regret as Mrs. Clegg told me this. But 
with her next words, she jtlluminated Archie's so- 
direct approach to people, sports and living. 
Comforting her, he quoted an old country saying: 
“If you have no child to please you, you have no 
child to grieve you." 

And Amy was satisfied. 

Back in Victoria, Archie turned to lacrosse In 
the summer months, after a throw at basketball. 
When I asked him all the games he played, a big 
smile lit up his weathered, thin faoe. “Every 
damn game I could get Into,” he replied 
forcefully. 

Archie remembers his first fling at lacrosse 
back in the days when he was 15. He and his 
friends played on the street at Pandora and Cook. 
“It was a real dusty mess tat those days,” he 
remembers, "so dusty that you didn’t see the 
bai. You only felt It when it hit you.” 

During the First World War, Archie helped to 
build ships at the Foundation Shipyards, in 
Victoria. He joined the Foundation lacrosse team, 
and bis early., rough-and-tumble experiences on 
Pandora and Cook quickly endeared him to the 
rest of the team. He was an excellent stick- 
handler and elusive runner. On the team, he first 
played the “home” positon and scored lots of 
goals. ’He could fool anyone with the magic of his 
weaving stick. However, one day, this perfection¬ 
ist got mad because the opposing team was 
scoping too many goals. 

“I’M go back there and stop 'em** he 
muttered, and went back on defence. He got so 
mad one time, so his wife told me, that he got the 
bait close by his own goal and ran right through 
the opposing team to score. 

The highlight of hi* lacrosse years with 
Foundation came in 1918 when, as captain of the 
team, he led them to Winnipeg and won the Mam 
Cup, emblematic of Dominion lacrosse suprem¬ 
acy.
